One restaurant used social media to 
say they had turned down a Christmas 
party booking for the evening because 
they thought they would be busy - but 
ended up closing early because hardly 
anyone came in.

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Students evacuated following bus fire

YOUNGSTERS were just seconds away 
from potential disaster after their school 
bus burst into flames shortly after drop¬ 
ping them off on Friday morning of last 
week. 

The Damory Coaches driver was the 
only one onboard when the fire started in 
the bus rank outside the Thomas Hardye 
School. 

A couple of minutes earlier the coach, 
from Winterbourne Abbas, had stopped 
outside the Middle School in Coburg 
Road to drop off younger children. 

As the smoke quickly became flames 
hundreds of Thomas Hardye pupils were 
evacuated from the Sixth Form Centre 
and Social Science block, just yards from 
the burning bus. 

A former police officer stopped traffic 
while school staff rushed to usher pupils 
away from the potential danger. 

Two retained fire crews from Dorch¬ 
ester were quickly on the scene with a 
back up from Weymouth - but were too 
late to save the bus, which was left as lit¬ 
tle more than a burnt out shell. 

Incident Commander for Dorset Fire 
and Rescue, Steve Cheeseman, praised 
the school’s emergency procedures and

the way staff acted so promptly for avert¬ 
ing possible injury - a real danger from 
glass which could have shattered sending 
deadly shards through the air. 

The fire fighters were forced to use 
breathing apparatus to fight the fire be¬ 
cause of the thick, toxic smoke caused by 
burning plastics and rubber. They had to 
smash the windows of the bus to ventilate 
the vehicle. 

Assistant head teacher Adam Darley 
said he had expected to see little more 
than a few puffs of smoke when called to 
the scene but was shocked at what he 
found. 

He said: “I couldn’t believe it. There 
were flames coming out everywhere with 
an awful lot of smoke.” 

Fellow assistant head teacher Finda 
Morrison said the evacuation of the sixth 
form centre and social sciences block in¬ 
volved between 700 and 800 pupils 

Damory Coaches managing director 
Andrew Wickham described the incident 
as a one off and said he would be working 
with the fire brigade and the makers of 


the coach. He said the vehicle, like all 
others in the fleet, was regularly main¬ 
tained and checked and had been fitted 
with automatic fire suppression equip¬ 


ment in the engine compartment. Dorset 
Fire and Rescue’s Steve Cheeseman said 
that investigators would be examining the 
vehicle to determine the cause of the fire. 


Council invest in community transport following cuts to bus services 


OBJECTIONS to pro¬ 
posed county council cuts 
in bus services have 
saved a number of rural 
routes - although some 
villages will now be re¬ 
duced to a market day 
only bus. 

Cabinet members have 
approved plans which 
will mean that no com¬ 
munity which currently 
has a service will be left 
without one. 

The county council says 
that negotiations with bus 
companies have allowed 
it to find additional sav¬ 


ings of around £120,000, 
money which will be 
used to retain key serv¬ 
ices in isolated rural 
areas. 

And where subsidies are 
withdrawn, the council 
will be investing in com¬ 
munity transport 

schemes, such as dial-a- 
ride and neighbourhood 
car schemes - although 
some of these will not be 
in place when the cuts 
take effect in the New 
Year. 

The Conservative-run 
council choose to save 


£850,000 from its 
£2.8million bus subsidy 
expenditure by April 
claiming they were forced 
into the decision because 
the Government funding 
to support non-commer¬ 
cial bus routes had been 
cut. 

Initial proposals were 
drawn up about the routes 
most likely to be affected 
following a survey of pas¬ 
senger numbers, which 
highlighted that many 
routes were under used 
and not providing value 
for money for the Dorset

council taxpayer. 

Public consultation took 
place in the autumn, and 
the many responses have 
helped shape the final de¬ 
cisions - which will de¬ 
liver £822,000 of the 
required savings. 

Councillor Hilary Cox, 
the council’s Cabinet 
member for environment, 
said: “We have taken note 
of the 1,200 responses 
and listened to all the 
comments. For example, 
we have worked with sev¬ 


eral communities to en¬ 
sure that they will con¬ 
tinue to have a Saturday 
service, even though this 
meant - in some cases - 
we have had to reduce 
services during the week. 

“This review is not 
something we have un¬ 
dertaken lightly, and we 
fully understand that 
some bus services offer a 
lifeline to residents with¬ 
out transport of their own. 
Unlike many councils, we 
are still putting a substan¬ 


tial amount of money, 
£2million, into support¬ 
ing local bus services 
“And as part of this 
package we are also in¬ 
vesting an additional 
£25,000 to help commu¬ 
nity transport schemes 
start up. There are already 
60 voluntary car schemes, 
dial-a-rides and other 
community transport ini¬ 
tiatives in existence 
across the county, helping 
overcome rural isola¬ 
tion.”

Police hunt serial flasher 

OFFICERS in Dorchester are appealing for wit¬ 
nesses and anyone with information to come for¬ 
ward after an alleged spate of indecent exposure 
incidents committed in the Fordington Field area 
of the town. 

Dorset Police have received a total of eight sep¬ 
arate reports of a man attracting the attention of 
women outside their homes or in their rear gar¬ 
dens, and exposing himself. 

The first of these alleged incidents was reported 
on Wednesday, July 31st, with the most recent 
happening on Monday, November 11th. 

Each reported case has taken place during the 
hours of darkness. 

Inspector Steve Marsh, of Dorchester police, said: 
"I am appealing for witnesses to any incidents of 
this type in the Fordington area, and anyone with 
information about these incidents to contact po¬ 
lice at the earliest opportunity. 

"Following extensive enquiries, which have in¬ 
volved covert policing in the area over the past 
few months, I am now keen to hear from members 
of the public who may be able to assist us with our 
investigation. 

"It appears the man involved hides his identity 
by covering his face when carrying out these al¬ 
leged acts. It is not believed that any threats are 
made toward the victim but he runs off when 
challenged. 

"Dorset Police will be carrying out increased pa¬ 
trols in the area over the coming days and I ask 
residents to remain vigilant and report anything 
suspicious to us in confidence. 

"Further to this, I would urge anyone who has 
been a victim of this type of incident in the Ford¬ 
ington Field area and is yet to report it to us to get 
in touch." 

A local man has been arrested and released on 
bail while enquiries continue.

Force's week of action 
to tackle legal highs 


DORSET Police has staged a week 
of action to tackle the issue of so- 
called'legal highs' 

Officers have been targeting sus¬ 
pected suppliers of substances sold 
as'legal highs'and from November 
25th to December 1st visited four 
addresses in the county. 

They also sent letters to four peo¬ 
ple living in Dorset who are be¬ 
lieved to have bought'legal highs' 
over the internet. 

The activity was aimed at stem¬ 
ming the supply of these products 
and raising awareness of the poten¬ 
tial dangers of new psychoactive 
substances. 

Detective Chief Inspector Mark 
Callaghan said:"Just because a sub¬ 
stance is sold in a shop or on the in¬ 
ternet as'legal'does not mean it is 
legal or safe, and sadly there are 
clever people out there making a 
lot of money by selling drugs under 
the misnomer 'legal highs' which 
may in fact pose a risk to people's 
health. 

"The reality is that many of these 
products either contain controlled 
substances which are illegal or un¬ 
controlled substances whose side- 
effects cannot be predicted. 

"People selling these products are 
profiting on a significant scale and 
this campaign is about sending a 
clear message throughout the 
county as to the potential health 
risks from products labelled 'legal 


highs'. It is also about educating 
people about the consequences of 
using these products. 

"Anyone who buys such sub¬ 
stances is playing roulette with 
their health and their futures. 

"Possession of a controlled drug 
can lead to a criminal record which 
could damage job pros- pects and 
future travel plans." 

Dr William Haydock, Dorset's Drug 
and Alcohol Action Team Informa¬ 
tion and Research Officer, said: 
"There are a wide range of services

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Work on new Hardy centre gets underway

A WOODLAND-edge visitor centre for 
Thomas Hardy’s Cottage is now under¬ 
way at Higher Bockhampton. 

The building project, costing almost 
£1 million, is expected to be open in the 
summer of 2014. 

It is a joint partnership between Dorset 
County Council and the National Trust 
and aims to bring together the cottage and 
surrounding landscape for the first time. 

The £949,000 project has been made 
possible because of a grant of £495,000 
from the Heritage Lottery Fund for the de¬ 
velopment of the visitor centre and edu¬ 
cation trails in Thomcombe Wood. 

To be built on the site of the existing 
Dorset countryside rangers’ building, 
close to the entrance to the wood car park, 
the new visitor centre has been designed 
to have minimal impact. 

Made mainly of timber the new centre 
will have space for school and community 
groups to use as well as a small catering 
area with toilets and some retail space. 
There will also be space for the country¬ 
side rangers. 

Councillor Hilary Cox, Dorset County 
Council’s Cabinet member for environ¬ 
ment, said: “The county council, by work¬ 
ing together with the National Trust, can 


achieve an approach that will improve the 
access and experience both for tourists 
and local residents. It will improve the 
way that our countryside service manages 
the ancient woodland at Thorncombe 
Wood and the associated heathland.” 

Visitors arriving at the centre will find 
an introduction to Thomas Hardy in the 
visitor centre, showing the author’s con¬ 
nections with the cottage and the nearby 
landscape and showing how it influenced 
his work. A new access route will take vis¬ 
itors through Thorncombe wood where 
some new tree planting is taking place, 
rather than walking directly up the lane. 

The project will also involve setting up 
more interactive activities and events to 
help visitors learn about Thomas Hardy’s 
life and work, as well as the conservation 
operations needed to look after the area. 

“The new centre will provide the quality 
that visitors expect when coming to see 
where Hardy lived and the landscape that 
gave him such inspiration. The new build¬ 
ing will provide a warm welcome and 
some basic facilities which could not be 
provided at the cottage but still on a scale 
appropriate to the area,” said Jen Davis, 
Visitor Services Manager for the National 
Trust. 


The new building is being constructed 
by the Poole office of constmction and in¬ 
frastructure company Morgan Sindall. 

Jon Daines, special works manager at 
Morgan Sindall, said: “Attractions in 
leafy, semi-rural sites such as this are best 
suited to enjoy an unimposing visitor cen¬ 
tre which naturally blends in to its sur¬ 
roundings. The beautiful natural cedar 
cladding and its dynamic use of natural 
light makes the new centre prefect for this 
location. Our team has delivered many 


similar projects across the South West, 
and are looking forward to completing 
this exciting building.” 

As well as funding from the HLF, the 
project has also received donations from 
the Garfield Weston Trust, the Fine Fam¬ 
ily Foundation, the Kinsurdy Trust, Na¬ 
tional Trust Centres & Associations and 
the Hardy Society. It recently was given a 
£10,000 cheque from the local National 
Trust supporters at a presentation in the 
Browns word Hall.

School to get £3.3m extension 


DORCHESTER’S Manor Park First School is to be ex¬ 
tended - to cope with growing pupil numbers. 

Extra classrooms will be added and temporary buildings 
demolished in a £3.8million scheme to increase the 
school’s capacity from 378 currently on the roll to 450 
pupils. 

Plans for the changes went on show to parents and 
neighbours last week and generally received a warm wel¬ 
come although some expressed concerns about parking 
on the site. 

If the application is approved by planners in the new 
year work could start in the summer with the project com¬ 
pleted by the end of 2015. 

The building work will be phased to allow work to con¬ 
tinue while the school is in use. 

One of the main elements will be a new block to the east 
of the existing buildings which will provide six class¬ 
rooms and allow for the demolition of temporary class¬ 
rooms to the south of the main building. 

Extensions will also be added to the existing school to 
increase the size of the hall from 112 to 180 square metres 
and provide extra studio space and an extension to the li¬ 
brary. 

Said head Melanie Cridland: “As part of the plans, our 
excellent school will have much brighter, more spacious 
rooms with a better layout, allowing us to develop our 
rich, creative curriculum that helps all our learners to 
thrive and grow. Our hall size will also be increased, al¬ 
lowing us to accommodate the whole school at once and 
will make performances much easier for us to manage.”

Burglary victim warns 
others to secure homes 



A DORCHESTER couple whose home 
was burgled earlier in the year have called 
on others to think about their security. 

The couple’s home was broken into and 
their car stolen in June when they were 
away on holiday. 

To help police persuade others of the im¬ 
portance of home security they have 
agreed to the release of pictures from their 
home after the burglars had left. 

The offenders gained access to the vic¬ 
tims’ Dorchester home by smashing their 
way through a locked utility door. 

They upturned every room in the house 
before stealing a Mercedes car from the 
driveway and items of jewellery. 

The 65-year-old victim said: “I was re¬ 
ally shocked when I found out. We have 
never been burgled before and moved to 
Dorset because it was a safer place to live. 

“They upturned every room in the house, 
even the attic. This type of crime never 
leaves you. The burglary also had quite an 
impact on our neighbours. A number of 
them are elderly and it really upset them 
to know this had happened so close to 
home.” 

The victim said he has increased security 


at home by having an alarm fitted, moving 
the padlock on the gate and putting prick- 
strips at the top of each gate. 

“You cannot stop burglars striking but 
everyone can take steps to keep these peo¬ 
ple away. Make sure you lock up, put on 
the alarm, put valuables in a safe place and 
take all keys out of doors and windows.” 

Three men in their mid-20s from North 
London have pleaded guilty to conspiracy 
to burgle at addresses in Dorset, London 
and Hertfordshire areas. One has already 
been jailed for three years, the other two 
are due to be sentenced in January. 

Dorset Police say burglary crime tradi¬ 
tionally increases in Dorset during the fes¬ 
tive period, with a marked rise in the 
number of crimes committed in December 
and January compared with October and 
November. 

Detective Inspector Richard Dixey, of 
Dorset Police’s Priority Crime Team, is 
calling on residents to take some simple 
crime prevention steps to make sure bur¬ 
glars don’t ruin their Christmas. 

He said: “Ensuring valuables and pres¬ 
ents are not left on display and making 
sure that all windows and doors are se¬ 


curely locked when leaving the property 
will reduce the chances of being burgled. 

“Burglaries tend to increase over the fes¬ 
tive season due to the longer hours of dark¬ 
ness and because criminals know people 
will have valuables and presents in their 
homes.” 

Dorset Police will be using a range of 
tactics in a bid to reduce burglaries across 
Dorset over Christmas and New Year - 
under the banner of Operation Castle. 


DI Dixey continued: “We will be step¬ 
ping up patrols in vulnerable areas and 
working with neighbourhood and commu¬ 
nity groups to ensure the crime prevention 
message gets out to all residents. 

“Not only will we be targeting burglars 
over Christmas, we will also be targeting 
handlers of stolen goods. 

“Anyone offered high value items at 
cheap prices by an individual should con¬ 
tact Dorset Police.”

Food 

• Lots of 'human' food is bad for pets so never be 
tempted to share your Christmas dinner with 
them. Treat your pets by giving them pet specific 
treats and maybe a new toy.

• Keep your pets away from things we would 
consider treats - chocolate and grapes (and also 
raisins and sultanas) can be poisonous as can 
onions and garlic.

Trees and Plants 

• Real Christmas trees are mildly toxic to some 
animals and the oils can be an irritant so artificial 
trees could be the best choice. Be aware these can 
still harm your pets if they like to chew, though. 
Consider buying a smaller tree and raising it off 
the floor. 

• We all think about trees and decorations being 
spikey for children but they can be a hazard for 
pets too. Needles may get stuck in claws and 
throats and decorations may be very tempting to 
chew and then shatter, causing more hazards.

UNISON will also donate equipment up to the value 
of £200 to the school of all these five winning pupils. 

Lord Knight said: “For a long time teaching assistants 
have been freeing up teachers to use their time and pro¬ 
fessionalism more effectively in the classroom, but so 
many have become more than this. The amazing work 


TAs do with individuals with special needs, with spe¬ 
cialist knowledge for groups of children, and support¬ 
ing whole families deserves wider recognition. Unison 
have always been a great representative and champion 
of teaching assistants and I am delighted they have 
asked me to be involved in these awards.” 

Mike Cracknell, UNISON Regional Officer, said: 
“Teaching assistants are a class act and schools could 
not run without them. Children and young people trust 
their teaching assistants and often turn to them when 
they are struggling at school with their learning or so¬ 
cial wellbeing. 

“By working with an individuals or small groups, a 
teaching assistant can gain the confidence of a child and 
help them to achieve their full potential. That is a really 
special skill and we are celebrating that today.” 

A UNISON survey earlier this year that showed 95 
per cent of head teachers believed TAs added value to 
schools. 

They said that a reduction in the number of teaching 
assistants would impact on children with special edu¬ 
cation and health needs, on teachers, and the running 
of schools. 


Apprenticeship advice 

A CAMPAIGN to promote apprenticeships and 
help young people at risk of entering a job without 
training is being launched at the Thomas Hardye 
School in Dorchester. 

Dorset County Council and Ansbury, a local 
provider of information, advice and guidance for 
young people, are working together to help Thomas 
Hardye and four other schools across the county run 
apprenticeship clubs for their students. 

The aim of the clubs is for young people and par¬ 
ents to find out more about employment combined 
with training. 

Students will be offered the chance to practice 
completing applications, improve their interview 
and presentation skills, and meet local employers 
and apprentices. 

In June 2013,9.4 per cent of 16-18-year- olds liv¬ 
ing in Dorset were in a job without accredited train¬ 
ing. 

Councillor Toni Coombs, Cabinet member for ed¬ 
ucation at Dorset County Council, said: “It’s so im¬ 
portant that young people continue to learn while 
they work. Qualifications are the key to climbing 
the ladder, finding other employment or going onto 
study at college or university. This is why appren¬ 
ticeships offer something different and are perfect 
for young people who want to go straight into work. 
You can learn while you earn a wage, at a pace that 
is best suited to you.” 

Between January and March next year, Ansbury 
will be running apprenticeship clubs at five schools 
for up to 20 year 11 students. 

Martin Vowles, business development director at 
Ansbury, said: “These clubs will allow students to 
find out about being an apprentice and get help with 
applications. 

“There are some really great apprenticeship op¬ 
portunities across our region and we want to make 
sure parents and pupils know what’s available so 
that we can support them and our local employers.”

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WATER SURVIVAL BOX 
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A hideous cycle which we can break 


W hen the world education league ta¬ 
bles were published last week, 
much fuss was made of the fact 
the UK has slipped to 26 on the chart. No 
fuss whatsoever was made of Africa’s posi¬ 
tion; little wonder, as it hovers somewhere 
around minus infinity. 

In Sub-Saharan Africa - which is that area of the con¬ 
tinent to the south of the Sahara Desert, i.e. most of it 
- there are about 80 million children of school age. Of 
these children, UNESCO estimates that at least 46 mil¬ 
lion have never stepped inside a classroom. 

And of those who are more fortunate to attend 
school, most of them will be pulled out of it by the 
time that they are 11 or 12, because of water. 

If you live in a country where there is no natural 
clean water, or if you live in a country where a natural 
disaster has destroyed the clean water supply, your 
choice is stark and simple - fetch clean water or don’t 
live at all. 

Asha, whose name ironically means “life”, is 13 
years old and lives in Burkina Faso, near Datra. A 
keen, naturally-intelligent child, she did well in pri¬ 
mary school at rudimentary reading and wanted to be¬ 
come a doctor. But, like four out of every 10 children 
of the area, mainly the girls, she did not complete pri¬ 
mary school because once she was strong enough she 
was sent to carry clean water. 

Like millions of women and children across Africa 
and Asia, every day Asha walks for three to four hours 
to fetch clean water in a large plastic petrol container. 
Sometimes, when the nearest water source dries up, 
she walks for eight hours to and from the next closest 
one. 

It’s hard going; the average temperature of Sub-Sa¬ 
haran Africa is between 20c and 35c, the tracks are dry,

dusty, peppered with stones, it is easy to slip from ex¬ 
haustion, graze and cut her knees, and spill her pre¬ 
cious load, which means walking all the way back to 
the safe well again. 

The weight of the water she carries in the deep heat 
for hours every day, day after day, is 20 kilos, which 
is about the same weight as the average airline permits 
the likes of us to take as baggage allowance for our 
holidays. 

Imagine carrying your holiday suitcase for four hours 
in 30c heat. Then imagine having to do it again tomor¬ 
row, and the day after that, and every day after that for 
most of the rest of your life - this is Asha’s future. 

Asha will never get back to school, she will never 
learn to read properly, she will never get to become a 
doctor. Like 90 per cent of the women of Sub-Saharan 
Africa, she will remain semi-literate or illiterate until 
the day she dies. 

In Africa alone, the total time spent by people walk¬ 
ing for clean water each year is 40 billion hours. What 
level of learning could be achieved each year in 40 bil¬ 


lion hours? 

But because they cannot learn, because the need to 
fetch clean water is greater than the need to read and 
write, they cannot educate themselves. And because 
they cannot be educated, they cannot develop agricul¬ 
ture and engineering and all of the rest of the modern 
means of living without having to walk half a day with 
the crippling weight of a suitcase on your back. 

It is a hideous cycle. But it is a cycle that we can 
break. 

As simply a lack of clean water is a major cause of 
lack of education and development, we can help in a 
basic, cheap and ingenious way - with a basic piece 
of kit called the Water Survival Box. 

The Water Survival Box has been developed by the 
Rotary Club of Chelwood Bridge, Midsomer Norton, 
to keep alive people who have been left with nothing 
by natural disasters like hurricanes, earthquakes 
floods, typhoons and drought. Through their charity 
World Water Works (http://worldwaterworks.org) this 
basic little box has helped to keep alive thousands of 
families in Sri Lanka, Chile, Pakistan, Chad, Mali, 
Kenya, Haiti, the Philippines and many other places 
of desperate emergency need. 

This plastic box is crammed with all that you need 
to stay alive after you have lost everything - cooking 
and eating utensils, basic means of shelter and other 
essential kit - but most importantly a water-purifica¬ 
tion pump that will make clean water from dirty water 
and provide a family of four with clean water every 
day for a year. 

Each box costs £150 to kit out and to send to those 
in need. Each box contains the magic pump which 
means for many that there is no need to walk to the 
well.

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Fine Christmas Fayre from 
the Lyme Bay Chorale 

ReView | Lyme Bay Chorale at Lyme Regis Parish Church 
Sunday, December 8th.

ONCE again the Alex Davies and the Lyme Bay Chorale have produced a first class 
concert, to the obvious delight of a large audience at the Parish Church last Sunday 
afternoon.There were several invited guest musicians to help make the concert such 
a success. These included 8 brass players and a timpanist from South West Brass, 
whose trumpets, trombones and tuba played an exciting role in much of the after¬ 
noon's programme. Just occasionally they could not resist demonstrating that they 
could easily overwhelm the combined forces of choir, audience and full organ with 
as thrilling a sound as can ever been heard in the church. Other guests were Roisin 
Linnet (violin) and her teacher Sudhi Salooja. They played most beautifully in Elgar's 
lovely part song The Snow. 

The guest conductor for the concert was Dr Peter Milmer, music director of the 
Seaton Choral Society. Throughout the concert he held the combined forces of the 
choir and brass together with his clear beat and always appropriate tempi. In the Rut¬ 
ter Gloria it was a joy to watch him negotiating the constantly changing jazzy synco¬ 
pated rhythms, at the same time transmitting to the choir the confidence needed for 
this challenging piece. His presence allowed Alex Davies to accompany the entire 
concert on the organ and occasionally the piano. This he did marvelously, with es¬ 
pecially beautiful effects in the Britten Missa Brevis, where the organ part calls for 
the utmost virtuosity. 

What of the programme itself? It was an eclectic mix, with something for everybody 
(and of course a strong flavour of Christmas). However there were also two very sig¬ 
nificant choral works, both based on the Latin Ordinary of the Mass but entirely differ¬ 
ent in character. These were Benjamin Britten's Missa Brevis (1959) and John Rutter's 
Gloria (1975). As is the case of many of his works, Britten composed the Missa Brevis 
for a specific choir and person, namely Westminster Cathedral Boys Choir and their 
organist George Malcolm. It is unique in the way it explores the haunting effect of 
boys'voices singing in three part harmony, often with close intervals and an organ 
accompaniment of extraordinary imagination and colour. The sopranos and altos of 
the Lyme Bay Chorale coped well with the difficult intervals and wide dynamic range 
of this music, although of course they were spread rather thinly through being a rel¬ 
atively small in number. Another half dozen would have let the great climax at the 
end of the Benedictus make an even more thrilling impact. 

Rutter's Gloria was composed more or less exactly for the forces available last Sun¬ 
day, with only the percussion being not quite up to strength. It is one of Rutter's more 
substantial works, with three distinct sections. The fast outer parts are full of brass 
fanfares and rhythmic excitement, and here the LBC showed off just what a talented 
smallish choir can do when backed by great brass players, magnificent organ accom¬ 
paniment and a first rate conductor.

TOYOTA proves it's no seasonal 
one-hit wonder with yet another 
dominant performance in the an¬ 
nual TUV reliability report. It heads 
the internationally respected sur¬ 
vey with no fewer than 15 models 
earning a top 10 ranking, including 
both current and older vehicles. 

It's the fourth year running that 
Toyota has emerged the leading 
manufacturer in the independent 
survey, published this week in con¬ 
junction with Auto Bild magazine. 
The results are particularly strong 
for Prius, which is the number one 
vehicle in the categories for both 
four-to-five and six-to-seven-year- 
old vehicles, reaffirming the robust 
and reliable quality of Toyota's full 
hybrid technology. 

In the two-to-three-year-old cate¬ 
gory iQ takes third place ahead of 
Avensis in ninth. Among vehicles 
between four and five years old 
Auris is rated eighth behind the 
top-rated Prius, while in the six to 
seven years category Prius leads a 
field that includes Verso in sixth, 
RAV4 in seventh and Yaris in ninth.

TUV is responsible for the majority 
of mandatory technical inspections 
carried out in Germany and the 
quality of its thorough, detailed 
testing procedures has earned it 
global respect.

Football Partnership's urgent appeal for more 


THE soaring success of football in and 
around the Bridport area has led to a 
problem of a shortage of pitches to meet 
the ever-increasing demand, particularly 
from the growing number of youngsters 
wanting to take up the game. 

Now an appeal has gone out to parish 
councils and local landowners to see if 
they would be willing to hire out pitches 
or provide an area where local clubs 
could rent a space in order to meet the 
growing need for weekend matches and 
midweek training. 

Geoff Joy, chair of the Bridport and Dis¬ 
trict Football Partnership whose area 


covers Lyme Regis, Beaminster, Bridport 
and the many village communities lying 
near the three towns, made the appeal 
after members raised the issues they 
were facing at the latest meeting of the 
partnership. 

"There are now 18 youth sides, two 
women's'teams and seven other mem¬ 
ber clubs affiliated to the partnership, 
and there are simply not enough local 
pitches to go around at the weekends. 

"Bridport Town Council and a few other 
organisations including local primary 
schools help provide the venues outside 
of our clubs'own facilities but even when 


some pitches are used two or three times 
over the weekends, there just aren't 
enough to go around," he said. 

The former Bees stalwart and ex-Dorset 
county manager stressed that local 
youth and girls'teams endeavoured to 
help themselves as much as possible but 
without more venues being made avail¬ 
able they were now struggling to fulfil all 
their fixture obligations. 

"It is such a shame when everyone's ef¬ 
forts have been in increasing participa¬ 
tion among our local children of both 
sexes to engage in sport. If more pitches 
aren't forthcoming teams are likely to 


fold and the interest we have generated 
will naturally wane."

Mr Joy said he felt sure there were 
other existing pitches, perhaps owned 
by parish councils or attached to senior 
schools, which could be used more ex¬ 
tensively at weekends and some other 
landowners might be glad of a small 
rental income for the use of a piece of 
land which clubs might be able to serv¬ 
ice themselves as a viable pitch.
